b) a bacteria which metabolizes urea and ammonia, wherein the 
microencapsulation and enteric coating protects a patient taking said 
composition from microbial infection by said bacteria, and wherein the 
enteric coating disintegrates and dissolves at or above a pH of 7.5.

Claim 2, line 3, after 'phenols' replace ',' with - and - and after 'indoles' delete ', 
and middle molecular weight molecules wherein the middle weight molecules are 
uremic toxins'.
